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als of the deed conform to the facts, in regard to the
sale of the land and the issuing of the certificates of
sale therefor, and in all other matters of recital and de-
gcription necessary to be varied and changed, so as to
conform to the facts in each case. And no tax deed
1ssued by the county clerk of Price county under the
provisions of this act, shall be adjudged void on ac-
count of the form thereof: provided, such deeds are in

the form provided by law, and modified as authorized

by this act, and all such deeds shall be valid and ef-
fectual to pass the title of the lands described therein
to the grantee named in such tax deeds, as though said
lands had remained in and such deeds had been exe-
cuted by the county clerk of the couaty in which such
land was originally situated.

Secriox 2. This act shall take effect and be in
force from and after its passage and putlication.

AN ACT to amend section two tbousand four hundred and
seventy-five of chapter one hundred and fifteen of the revised
statutes of 1878, entitled of the place of trial of civil actions.

The people of the state of Wisconsin, represented in senate
and ussembly, do enact as jfollows :

SectIoN 1.  Sectioa two thousand four hundred and
geventy-five of chapter one hundred and fifieen of the
revised statutes of 1878, is hereby ameonded so as to
read as follows: Section 2475. The jurors for such
county courts, in the counties of Brown, Dodge, Fond
du Lac and Winnebago, shall be selected as follows:
at least two weeks before each term of the county
court at which cases may be tried by jury, the county
judge and clerk of the circuit court shall select from
the residents of the county, qualified to act as jurors
in the circuit court, fifty persons to serve as jurorsin said
court for such terms. Ia case the 8aid clerk has an ac-
tion or an interest in an action for trial in said county
court, then the judge of such court shall call to his as-
sistance either the sheriff or register of deeds of said
county, who with said county judge shall select the
jurors; but if such jury shall not be selected at such
time, it may be selecied at any time before the com-
mencement of such term. They shall make a list of
the names of persons so selected, sign the same, and
forthwith file such list in the office ot the clerk of the
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court. Such jury shall not be irregular or illegal, if
persons are selected in good faith who are not quali-
fied ; but the names of such persons shall be stricken
therefiom.
